The Committee on Public Works, to whom was referred the joint 
resolution (S. J. Res. 19) to designate the lake to be formed by the 
. MeNary lock and dam in the Columbia River between the States 
of Oregon and Washington as Lake Umatilla, having considered the 
same, report favorably thereon without amendment and recommend 
that the joint resolution do pass. 

The McNary lock and dam was authorized by the River and 
Harbor Act approved March 2, 1945 (Public Law 14, 79th Cong.). 
It was designated in the project document, House Document No. 704, 
Seventy-fifth Congress, as Umatilla Dam, but the above act authorized 
changing the name to McNary Dam in honor of the late Senator 
Charles L. McNary. 

The name of “Umatilla” is a familiar name in that section of Oregon. 
There is a Umatilla tribe of Indians; the town of Umatilla, Oreg.; 
Umatilla County, Oreg.; Umatilla River; Umatilla Indian Reserva- 
tion; Umatilla ree lamation project; and the Umatilla Rapids will 
be inundated by the lake formed by McNary Dam. 

The committee believes it fitting to designate this large body of 
water after the illustrious tribe of Indians who have inhabited the 
area for so many vears.

The Department of the Army offers no objection to the enactment, of the above- 
mentioned resolution. The purpose of the resolution (S. J. Res. 19) is to designate 
he lake, which will be created by the construction of McNary Lock and Dam in 
he Columbia River between the States of Oregon and Washington, as Lake 
Umatilla 

Since it appears that, under Public Law 242, Eightieth Congress, the Board on 
Geographic Names may have an interest in this legislation, it is recommended 
that the views of this Board be requested.
